A Colored Preacher and Politician is 
Shot and Killed While Addressing 
an Emigration Meeting. 


STUBQIS, Miss., Oct. 31.—Yesterday, 
wiiile a colored minister, John Depew, a 
Methodist preacher and a politician, 
was speaking to an emigration meeting, 
another colored man on the outside of 
the house fired through the open win- 
dow a load of buckshot, blowing out his 
brains. 
The murderer was arrested and 
escaped. 
He was captured again and 
for a second time he got away. 


It appears the preacher was about to 
report the man, who did the shooting, 
for calf stealing and he and his brother 
got up the so-called emigration meeting, 
ostensibly for the purpose of discussing 
Liberia as a future home, but really to 
get Bepew in a place where they could 
murder him.

A Syndicate Secures the Oreat Storey 
Estate-Terms of Settlemeat and 
Forfeit up to Perfect Ar- 
rangements 
Within 
Sixty 
Days. 


CHIOAGO, Oct. 
31.— The celebrated 
Storey will case, and the fate of the 
Chicago Times, are about to be de- 
cided. 
Ever since the death of the 
journalist, in October, 1884, his vast es- 
tate has been in litigation, although the 
decedent had taken particular pains in 
the making of the two wills he left be- 
hind him. 
Now a settlement satisfac- 
tory to the parties most directly con- 
cerned is about to be effected without 
the aid of the courts. 


The entire estate, including debts, is 
purchased by a syndicate, the represen- 
tatives of which are Mr. Clinton A. 
Snowden and Mr. J. J. West, both well- 
known journalists here. 


There was no difficulty in forming 
syndicates to purchase the estate; the 
trouble was to secure the capitalists who 
were not offensive to some one of the 
numerous litigants. 
This has at last 
been accomplished. 


The point in which the public is most 
interested is the amount Mrs. Storey re- 
ceives for her share. 
The sum agreed 
upon is $275,000. It is understood she 
is satisfied with this, especially as it car- 
ries with it an arrangement that in fu- 
ture certain persons, whom she considers 
as having been instrumental in keeping 
her out of her rights, shall have no 
further connection with the 
Times. 
This stipulation, in fact, it is believed, 
weighs even more with Mrs. Storey 
than does 
the 
financial 
part 
of 
the settlement. 
While at first sight 
the widow's 
share 
of 
the 
great 
property will appear small to the casual 
observer, upon consideration the wisdom 
of the acceptance will become clear. 
Under either of the two wills which have 
been referred to Mrs. Storey received 
$10,000 or $12,000 «per annum during 
her lifetime. 
The $275,000 at 6 per 
cent, will realize considerably more than 
that and be a perpetuity, and in addi- 
tion Mrs. Storey has her private fortune. 


To the heirs the syndicate, represent- 
ed by Messrs. Snowden and West, pay 
$200,000, and in addition they assume 
debts of the estate aggregating $200,000 
more. 


The bargain was bound by the deposit 
by the syndicate, of $25,000, which is to 
be forfeited if the balance necessary to 
complete the bargain is not forthcoming 
at the end of sixty days. 


In the reorganization of the paper Mr. 
West will be the business manager, Mr. 
Snowden editor in chief, and Mr. Joseph 
R. Dunlop, managing editor. 
The 
price of the paper will be lowered and 
some radical changes made.

Mr. A. C. Trentman, Hon. J. B. 
White and Mr. Louis Fox qualified, this 
morning, as commissioners to appraise 
and place a value on the Second ward 
engine house property, which the city 
proposes to sell and apply the proceeds 
towards erecting a new city hall on Barr 
street. 


The commissioners proceeded at once 
to view the property. 
It was platted in 
1840 by J. T. Barr, of 
Baltimore, 
through his attorney, John McCorkle. 
The lot has fifty-two and a half feet 
frontage on Court and Clinton streets by 
150 feet on Berry street. 


After viewing the ground the apprais- 
ers retired to agree on its valuation. 
The first vote stood: 
Hon. J. B. White, $32,000. 
Louis Fox, $41,000. 
A. C. Trentman. $43,000. 
The second ballot resulted in fixing 
the valuation of the property at $41,- 
000 and the commissioners 
unani- 
mously certify it to the council, who can 
then receive bids, but under the present 
appraisement the property can not be 
sold for less than the sum named. 


If that amount is not offered the law 
provides for another appraisement.

RUM AND POLITICS. 


Rer. W, N. Webbe Discourses Upon 
the Snbjec In an Eloquentt 
Manner. 


Rev. W. N. Webbe, the eloquent rec- 
tor of the Trinity church, discoursed 
yesterday morning upon the subject, 
**The Saloon Element in Municipal Gov- 
ernment, or the Unholy Alliance Be- 
tween Rum and Politics." He presented 
the temperance question in a new phase 
and dwelt more particularly upon the 
power that the liquor traffic exerted in 
the elections and upon the official con- 
duct of those charged with the enforce- 
ment of the laws. 


He said no class of business was the 
recipient of more favors from the offi- 
cials than the saloon element. 
The laws 
were not enforced against them because 
they held a power in the election of offi 
cers that the ambitious politician did 
not dare to ignore and in the adminis- 
tration of office a studied attempt was 
made to let it rest as lightly upon the 
heads of the saloon men as possible. 
This was the case in Fort Wayne and it 
was the case in all the larger cities of 
the country. 
Law and order could not 
prevail until voters arose above politics 
and elected men to office who would 
r^pect the rights of the moral element 
in the community and not cater to the 
dictates and behests of the men who are 
not willing to conduct their business 
within the lines of the law. 


Rev. Webbe's discourse was an in- 
teresting one. 
He presented it in an 
eloquent and practic^ manner and his 
vigorous presentation of it was the sub- 
ject of much favorable comment

The world's steam 
shipping in 1886 was thus distributed ; 
Iron steamers, 8,198, of an aggregate 
burden of 8,911, 406 tons; steel steam- 
ers, 770, of an aggregate burden of 
320,820 tons; and wooden steamers, 
822, of an aggregate burden of 380,655 
tons. Of the steamers afloat in 1885, 
5,792 were owned by the United King- 
dom and its colonies, their aggregate 
burden being 6,595,871 tons.

other countries of the Avorld owned 
steamers in the following order : Ger- 
many, 579; France, 509; Spain, 401; the 
United States, 400; Norway, 287; Rus- 
sia, 212; Denmark, 200; Itlay, 173;

THE recent experiments with the 
dynamite gun at New York have dem- 
onstrated that they can place dynamite 
m destructive quantities a mile and a 
quarter off with considerable accuracy. 
It is probable that the range of the gun 
may be greatly increased. 
Also, the 
quantity of the explosive which may be 
fired at any charge may be made large 
enough to destroy any vessel yet built. 
In addition to the gun, the projectile is 
now fitted with an electrical apparatus 
whereby the dynamite is positively ex- 
ploded whan any substance other than 
air is encountered during the flight of 
the shell. 
During the recent trials of 
this gun in New York harbor a vessel 
one and a half miles distant was com- 
pletely destroyed by two or three shots 
from this gun. 
The delicacy of the ex 
ploding apparatus was well illustrated 
by one shell, which was exploded by 
merely striking a portion of the stand- 
ing rigging of the vesseL It is evident 
that this method of warfare, should it 
prove as efficient as it now promises to 
be, will render harmless the most ef- 
fective torpedo boat now constructed. 
There has been endless talk about the 
iefenseless condition of the United 
States coast, but it is evident that a 
few of Lieut. Zalinski's guns, scattered 
»long the coast line, would make it 
rather warm for any foreign vessel 
which might visit us with hostile intent. 


THERE has been some discussion re- 
cently among E iglish literary men as 
to the source from which Dickens de- 
rived his story-telling faculty. Mr. T. 
Wemyss Beid, the editor of Cassell's 
publications, thinks he inherited the 
gift from his grandmother, of whom he 
says: 
"Old Mrs. Dickens was house- 
keeper at Crewe in the time of the first 
Lord Crewe, the grandfather of the 
present holder of the title, and of his 
sister, the first Lady Houghton. I well 
remember Lady Houghton sp»iaking to 
me with enthusiasm of Mrs. Dickens 
wonderful powers as a story-teller. 
It 
was her delight as a child to listen to 
the tales which the old lady was able to 
relate with so much dramatic force and 
feeling; and it was with the greatest 
interest that, later on in life. Lady 
Houghton recognized in the illustrious 
author of 'David 
Copperfield,' the 
grandson of the favorite of her child- 
hood. 
Old Mrs. Dickens had one griev- 
ance which Lady Houghton still re- 
called when she told me about her. It 
was the conduct of her son John— 
Charles' father—against whose idleness 
and general incapacity she was never 
tired of inveighing." The latter part 
of this statement confirms the belief 
that Dickens' father was the original of 
Wilkins Micawber. 


Two HUNDRED years ago m China 
there was just such a craze about nat- 
iml gas as we have in this country to- 
day. Gas wells were sunk with as 
much vim and vigor as the Celestials 
were capable of, but, owing to a gas ex- 
plosion that killed several millions of 
people and tore up and destroyed a 
district of country, leaving a large in- 
land sea, known on the maps as Lake 
Foo Chang, the boring of any more gas 
wells was then and there prohibited, by 
law. It seems, according to Chinese 
history, that many large and heavy 
pressure gas wells were struck, and, in 
some districts, wells w^ere sunk quite 
near each other. 
Gas was lighted as 
soon as struck, as in this country. It 
is stated that one well, with its unusual 
pressure, by induction or back draught, 
pulled down into the earth the burning 
gas of a smaller well, resulting in a 
dreadful explosion of a large district, 
destroying the inhabitants 
thereof. 
Lake Foo Chang re.sts on this district 
The same catastrophe is imminent in 
.bis country unless the laws restrict 
iurfher developments in boring so 
iianj wells. 
Should a similar explo- 
sion occur there will be such an up- 
heaval as will dwarf the most torrible 
earthquake ever known. 
The country 
lonp- the gas belt, 
from 
Toledo, 
thror.gh Ohio, Indiana, and Kentucky, 
will be ripped up to the depth of 1,200 
to 1,500 feet and flopped over like a 
pancake, leaving a chasm 
through 
which the waters of Lak Erie will come 
howling down, filling the Ohio and 
MisH-. ippi ^'alleys and blotting them 
Dut ioiever. 


The Acthm of a Toraad«. 


When the conditions of atmospheric 
instability have given birth to a tor- 
nado, the fact is announced to the ob- 
server by a sudden gathering of dark, 
swift-whirling clouds, from which de- 
pend a writhing, serpent-like body 
formed of condensed 
vapor. 
This 
writhing column extends rapidly down- 
ward until it touches the earth. 
When 
it attains the surface it becomes audible 
from the violent rending actions which 
it creates upon that surface. 
As soon 
as the whirl is created it begins to move 
away, generally toward the northeast 
—for the evident reason that the upper 
cold layer of air against which it origi- 
nates has, in the northern hemisphere 
a movement in that direction. 


In its path over the surface, the cir- 
cling movement of the writhing air and 
the sucking action of the partial vacuum 
bi the central portion of the shaft com 
bine to bring about an extreme devasta- 
tion. 
On. the outside.of the whirl the 
air, which rushes in a circling path to- 
ward the vortex, overturns all movable 
objects, and in the center these objects 
if they are not too heavy, are sucked up 
as by a great air-pump. 
Thus the 
roofs of houses, bodies of men, and 
animals, may be lifted to great eleva- 
tions, until they are tossed by the 
tumultuous 
movements 
beyond the 
limits of the ascending currents and 
fall back upon the earth. 
Where the 
center of the whirlwind passes over a 
building, the sudden decrease in the 
pressure of the outer air often causes 
the atmosphere which is contained 
within the walls suddenly to press 
against the sides of the structure, so 
that these sides are quickly driven out 
ward as if by a charge of gunpowder. 


It is not unlikely that the diminution 
of pressure brought about by the pas 
sage of the interior of the whirl over a 
building may be about as much as il 
indicated by the fall of four inches in 
the barometer. 
This is equivalent to a 
change in the piessure amounting to 
about three hundred pounds to the 
square foot. 
This force operates to 
burst out the walls of a building. It is 
not improbable that the diminution of 
pressure may be much greater than 
this, but even the amount named is 
sufficient to account for the bursting 
out of the frail-walled structures which 
these devastating movements encounter 
in the western parts of thé United 
States.—N. S.

WHESE THEFT WAS p y O O T O 


BMMwkable Condition of Callfcraia WtMoj 
Ctold Was DiMov«red. 


A remarkable state of affairs existed: 
in California for the first jear »ftei* 
the discovery of gold, says H. H. Ban- 
eroft in "Poptdar 
Tribunals." 
The^ 
first miners were made up in a great 
measure of men already living here; 
they were honest men, and had de- 
serted the towns to dig gold, and not 
to defraud their 
neighbors. 
Many 
were known to each other, and few 
were wholly unknown. 
Peaceably and 
in a primitive way each for himself 
picked the precious metal from the 
river-beds and crevices, washed it from 
the sands that lined the atreams, or 
sought a place of his own to dig i'c»r it, 
with no desire to encroach on ground 
chosen by another. 
Eights were re- 
spected; theft was unknown. 
A pick 
or shovel thrown upon the ground, 
sticks driven into the earth, or 
a 
written or posted notice that a certain 
spot was claimed was sufficient to se- 
cure it against all comers. 
Miners 
lived much in the open air, in cloth 
tenements or rude huts, leaving their 
gold-dust in bags or bottles unguarded 
in tent or cabin. 
The merchandise of 
the trader was secured only by walls 
of cloth, which could be easily cut 
through with a pocket-knife. 
Goods 
stacked up by the roadside, miles from 
any camp, remained undisturbed for 
weeks and months. 
Horses and cattle 
were safe to roam at large. 
After the 
winter rains had ceased and water for 
washing gold had disappeared, in cer- 
tain localities piles of rich dirt were 
thrown up to be washed out when rain 
should come again. 
And though these 
heaps were ot'tea the result of great 
labor and contained much wealth, they 
remaijied undisturbed during the sum- 
mer, and when autumn came fell to 
their rightful owners. 
Differences of 
opinion were settled by "leaving it to 
the crowd." 
And so it was the 
first 
comers found less 
discord 
existing 
here than anywhere else in Christen- 
dom. 


Vessels arrived so fast in San Fran- 
cisco that they could find no accommo- 
dations for their cargoes on 
shore. 
Great quantities of merchandise of all 
kinds were discharged and piled up 
along the beach. 
All of it was wholly 
exposed, although much of 
it 
was 
valuable. 
Yet all this time there was 
scarcely a lock on the door of any 
dwelling, store, or warehouse in San 
Francisco. 
During this, truly golden 
age of integrity it never seemed to 
occur to those honest folk that there 
were any persons in the world who 
would wrongfully take their property 
from them. 
It is said that there was 
but one case of theft in San Francisco 
prior to October, 18-i9, and this was a 
Mexican who stole some blankets, for 
which he was publicly whipped on the 
plaza. 


During the autumn of 1848 there 
were no such things along the slopes 
of the Sierras- as government, judges, 
sheriffs, tax collectors, or other officers 
erf the law. 
All were absolutely free 
and were thrown upon their good be- 
havior. 
But in good time it seemed to 
dawn upon the criminals of the world 
that a gold-yielding wilderness without 
jail or gallows must be the very para- 
dise for thieves. 
And with the multi- 
tudes of honest and order-loving men 
came crowds 
from the jsurlieus of 
crime—convict 
colonies 
poured 
out 
their villains and cities emptied their 
slums. 


The Warbie Fly. 


It is only within the last few month» 
¿hat attention has been drawn to the 
great loss caused to farmers, breeders, 
and graziers by the depredations of the 
warble iiy. 
It is mainly due to Miss 
Ormerod, the honorary entomologist to 
the Royal Agricultui-al Society of En- 
gland—from whose report on the sub- 
ject we derive the facts for this article 
—that attention has been called to the 
matter at alL 
When we state that the 
annual loss is estimated at between six 
and seven millions sterling, many will 
no doubt think it is very much exag- 
gerated; but if they will procure a 
copy of the report and carefully study 
the figures, they will, we think, come 
to the conclusion that the amount is 
rather under than overestimated. 
The 
fly in appearance is not unlike the com- 
mon bumble-bee, and is about half an 
inch in length. 
The female is provided 
with an egg-laying tube (ovipositor); 
but it is a moot-point whether she really 
deposits her eggs on the hide or, by 
means of the ovipositor, pierces 
the 
skin and leaves the eggs underneath. 
From the mad way in which the cattle 
gallop about when the fly makes its ap- 
pearance, we are inclined to think she 
adopts the latter mode. 
Egg laying 
generally 
takes place 
during 
May, 
June, and even July, but is slightly 
varied by the weather, or by the cattle 
being on high or low pastures. 
The 
egg is oval-shaped, of a white color, 
with a small brownish lump at one end. 
Having safely deposited its eggs, the 
fly's mission is finished. In a few days 
the egg brings forth a omall maggot, 
which at once commences to eat its way 
through the hide to feed on the juices 
beneath. 
About Christmas, 
lumps— 
small at first, but gradually increasing 
in size until they attain that of a wal- 
nut—will be seen on the backs of the 
cattle. 
These lumps are caused by the 
growth of the maggot, which, when 
full grown, is about an inch in length 
and of the thickness of the tip of one's 
little finger. Strange to say, by many 
farmers these lumps—called 
warble 
lumps—were considered as 
showing 
that the animal was in good condition, 
and were called "liealth lumps" oi 
"thriving lumpa.''—Chambers' 
Jour- 
nal.

TBC recent eiperiments with tha 


dynamite gun at New York have dem- 
onstrated that they can place dynamite 
in destructive quantities a mile and a 
quarter off with considerable accuracy. 
t ia probable that the range of tha gun 
may ba greatly increased. Also, tha 
quantity of the eiploaive which may bu 
Bred at any charge may be made large 
enough to destroy any veas«] yet built 
In addition to the gun, the projectile is 
now fitted with an electrical apparatus 
whereby the dynamite is positively ex- 
ploded wb«n any substance other than 
air is encountered during the flight of 
tha shell During the recent trials of 
thia gun in New York harbor a vessel 
one and a half miles distant was com- 
pletely destroyed by two or three sbota 
from this gun. Tha delicacy of the ex- 
ploding apparatus was well illustrated 
bj one shell, which waa exploded by 
merely striking a portion of tha stand- 
ing rigging of the vassal It ia evident 
that this method of warfare, should it 
prove as efficient aa it now promisee to 
be, will render harmless tha moat ef- 
fective torpedo boat now constructed. 
There has been endlera talk about the 
iefenaeleas condition of tha 'United 
States coast, but it is evident that a 
few of Lieut Zalinskfs gnna, scattered 
along tha coast line, would make it 
rather warm for any foreign veaael

When the conditions of atmoaphcrio 


instability have given birlh to a tor- 
nado, the fact is announced to the ob- 
server bv a sudden gathering of dark, 
swift-whirling clouds, from which <le- 
pend a writhing, serj*nt like 1<ily 
formed of condensed 
vapor. 
This 


writhing column extends rapidly do«n- 
»»rd until it touches the earth, 
\\hen 


it attains the surface it liecomesau<!il>le 
from the violent rending actions whii-h 
it creates upon that surface. 
As noon 


an the whirl is created it lieginw to ni'ive 
away, generally toward the northeast, 
—f»r the evident roason that tho upper 
cold laver of air against which it oriiri' 
nntes has, in the nortlfru hemisphere, 
a movement in that direction. 


In its path over the surface, the cir- 


cling movement of the writhing air and 
the sucking action of the partial vacuum 
in th" central j»ortk»n of the shaft com- 
bine to bring al>out an extreme devasta- 
tion. On theouisideof the whirl tha 
sir, wliich rushes in a circling path to- 
ward the vortex, overturns all movable 
objects, and in the center these objects, 
if they are not too heavy, are sucked np 
as by a great air-pump. Ttras tha 
roofs of houses, bodies cf men, and 
animals, may be lifted to great eleva- 
tions, until they are toased by the 
tumultuous movement* beyond the 
limits of the ascending currents and 
fall back upon the earth. Where tha 
center of the wh'rlwind passes over a 
building, the sudden decrease in the 
prcsiure of the outer air often causes 
the atmosphere which is contained 
within the walls suddenly to prras 
against the sides of the structure, so 
that these sides aro quickly driven out- 
ward as if by a charge of gunpowder. 


It M not unlikely that the diminution 


of pressure brought about l>y the pas- 
sare of the interior of tie whirl over • 
building mar be about as much aa ii 
imlici.tod liy the fall of four inches in 
the barometer. This is equivalent to a 
change in the ptosaure amounting to 
al>out three buouieJ pounds to the 
square foot 
This force operates to 


burst out the walls of a building. 
It is 


not improbable that the diminution of 
pressure may be mnch greater than 
thiv but even tha amount named n 
sufficient to account for the bursting 
out of the frail-walled structures which 
those devastating movements encounter 
in the western parts of the I'nited

Differences of 
opinion were settled by "leaving it to 
the crowd." And so it was the first 
comers found less discord existing 
here than anywhere else in Christen- 
dom. 


Vessels arrired no fast in San Fran-

The Warble Fly. 


It is only witliin the last few month* 


that attention has been drawn to tht 
great loss oau*ed to farmers, breeders, 
and graziers by the depredations of th« 
warble tiy. It is mainly due to Mias 
Ormerod. the honorary entomologist to 
the Iloyal Agricultural Society of En- 
gland—from whose report on the sub- 
ject we derive the facts for this article 
—that attention has lieen called to the 
mstter at all 
When me state that the 


annual loss in estimated at between six 
and seven millions sterling, many will 
no doubt think it is very much exag- 
gerated; but if thev will procure a 
copy of the report and carefully study 
the figures, they will, we think, come 
to the conclusion that the amount is 
rather under than overe:-timated. The 
fly in appearance is iiot unlike the com- 
mon bumble-bee, and is at out half an 
inch in length. The female is provided 
with an egg-laving tnt» (ovipositor); 
but it is a moot-point whether ahn really 
dejosits her 6£ga on tbe hide or, by 
means of the ovipositor, pierces the 
•lun and leaves thi- eppa underneath. 
From the n.a-1 way in which the cattle 
gallop about mhei* tbe Hy make* iu a|>- 
pfiarance, we art* inclined to think she 
adopts the latter mode. Kpg laying 
generally take* place during May, 
June, and even July, but is sliphtlr 
varied by the weather, or by the cattle 
being on high or low pastures. The 
cpg ii oval-sha|>ed. of a white color, 
with a small brownish lump at one end. 
Having nafely dei>nai.«d its ep^s, the 
tly'n mission i* fiiaahed. In a few <lavi 
the e^g brings forth a small maggot, 
whii'h at nm-e corniuenov* to eat its way 
through tho hide t<> feed on the jmcei 
beneath. 
Atx>ut Christmas, lumps— 


small at first, but gradually increasing 
in size until they attain that of a wal- 
out-will Itt seen on the backs of tho 
rattle.
